It gave me a brief glimpse of 
what life must be like for those 
trying to negotiate our 
exit from the 
European Union.

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Bolton victorious as he is 
named Ukip’s new leader

HENRY Bolton called on Ukip mem¬ 
bers to “rally around the party and 
be united” as he defied the odds to 
be named leader in a shock result 
on Friday. 

Mr Bolton, who lives in Folke¬ 
stone and stood as the party’s can¬ 
didate in last year’s Kent police and 
crime commissioner election, was 
fourth favourite for the top job go¬ 
ing into the conference in Torquay, 
but beat off the favourites - anti-Is¬ 
lam campaigner Anne Marie Wa¬ 
ters and London Assembly member 
Peter Whittle - to win with 3,874 
votes. 

He takes on what many consider 
to be a poisoned chalice, with the 
party suffering a succession of short 
leadership stints following the deci¬ 
sion to leave the European Union 
last June. 

Paul Nuttall’s reign will be de¬ 
fined by disastrous election results 
for the party both nationally and at 
county council level, while his 
predecessor, Diane James, lasted 
just 18 days. 

Indeed, Mr Bolton joked to mem¬ 
bers in his victory speech, saying: “I 


would like to thank those who 
didn’t vote for me because you were 
probably trying to do me a favour.” 

The dad-of-three, who told KoS last 
week the party had “a moral purpose 
to deliver Brexit” insisted it needed 
strong leadership going forward over 
the coming months and years. 

He said: “Brexit is our core task. 
However it is not the end of the line. 

“We as a nation want to have 
that right of self determination, to 
be responsible for our own destiny 


and not have it decided in a foreign 
capital. 

“We want to do that so we can be 
a global, outward-looking trading 
nation that can protect its own way 
of life. I do not see myself as being 
your leader, I see myself as serving 
this party. You are the party, not me. 

“This party needs to serve its 
country. There is no greater calling 
than that. 

“I would call on all of you, wheth¬ 
er you voted for me or not, to please 


rally around the party and be unit¬ 
ed because without being united, 
we cannot lead and hold the gov¬ 
ernment to account and achieve 
our core purpose.” 

Even last week, the clear divi¬ 
sions within the party could be seen 
here in Kent, as Mr Bolton and 
Chris Wells, the leader of Ukip’s 
only council in the country in 
Thanet, publicly clashed over the 
future of Manston airport and the 
general running of the council.” 


Plan drawn up to avoid 
winter of discontent in 
our health service 


NHS chiefs in east Kent have begun a 
12-month plan for improvement in 
emergency care - part of which is 
designed to ensure there is no crisis 
during the busy winter months. 

Among the key elements will be 
cutting down on overnight stays in 
hospital, mental health teams on call 
in A&E departments around the clock, 
and identifying frail or at risk patients 
early to help them avoid hospital care. 

It has also been confirmed that East 
Kent Hospitals University NHS 
Foundation Trust, which recently saw 
it CEO Matthew Kershaw quit, has 
hired 10 new emergency doctors to help 
ease pressure the A&E departments of 
Ashford and Margate hospitals. 

Simon Perks is accountable officer 
for NHS Ashford and NHS Canter¬ 
bury and Coastal CCGs. 

He explained: “Ensuring patients 
can access the care they need in the 
community, seeing patients more 
quickly in hospital emergency 
departments and improving the 
experience for patients is the priority 


for the NHS in east Kent. We are 
focusing on ensuring that the entire 
local NHS is caring for patients in the 
right place at the right time, whether 
that’s in a hospital bed, in a commu¬ 
nity setting or at home.” 

East Kent Hospitals acting chief 
executive Liz Shutler said: “Patients 
attending the emergency depart¬ 
ments are assessed soon after 
arriving and critically ill patients are 
prioritised and treated quickly. 
However, this means that people 
attending with non-life threatening 
illnesses and injuries can wait for a 
long time and this is not the standard 
we want for any of our patients. 

“We have been successful in a bid 
for £800,000 to help make the 
departments at Ashford and Margate 
hospitals fit for purpose. This 
refurbishment work has begun and 
will be completed in October. We 
have recently recruited 10 perma¬ 
nent emergency doctors joining east 
Kent hospitals in the next two 
months.” 


School confirms it has 
joined multi-academy trust 


CANTERBURY secondary school 
the Spires Academy confirmed on 
Friday afternoon it is to become 
part of the E21C academy trust. 

The school found itself caught up 
in a major row two years ago when 
Simon Langton Girls’ Grammar 
attempted to become a multi-acad¬ 
emy trust and take the improving 
school under its wing 

The handling of the move by 


head teacher Jane Robinson and 
the board of governors saw Mrs 
Robinson eventually resign and 
many of the governers quit too. 

Now Spires will become part of 
the E21C (Education for the 21st 
Century) multi-academy trust 
based in Bromley. 

Says its CEO Paul Murphy:' ‘We 
are delighted with this opportunity 
to launch our hub in Kent.’ ’ 


CCG chair quits post amid 
'challenging time for NHS' 


CHAIR of the NHS group which 
plans health care in north west Kent 
has stepped down amid ‘ ‘challeng¬ 
ing times”. 

Dr Elizabeth Lunt quit the NHS 
Dartford, Gravesham and Swanley 
Clinical Commissioning Group, 
saying she wants to ‘ ‘get more 
involved with shaping the future 
direction of health in the local area’ ’. 

Deputy chair Ashley West will fill 


Dr Lunt’s role as interim chair. 

Dr Lunt said: ‘ ‘These are 
challenging times for the NHS. We 
are looking at how we can do 
things differently locally to make 
health and social care services 
more joined up. The role of chair of 
the CCG is a very demanding one 
and I wasn’t able to be as involved 
in developing a new model of care 
as I’d like to be.” 
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Cop fined £1,800 for dodging paying rail fares 


A SERVING police officer in Bromley has been fined 
for dodging train fares seven times. 

PC Benjamin Cassar, 24, admitted to making the 
journeys between Maidstone East and Bromley South 
between April 5 and April 20, as he travelled to work at 
the Met’s roads and transport policing command. 

The offences came to light after an investigation by 


the Met’s directorate of professional standards. 

After admitting his guilt this week, Cassar was fined 
a total of £1,800 and ordered to pay costs of £85, a 
victim surcharge of £120 and £101.60 compensation to 
Southeastern. A Met Police spokesperson said: 1 'Now 
criminal matters have concluded misconduct matters 
will be considered.” 


‘Day of reckoning’ looms 
for KCC as Carter says 
‘elastic at breaking point’

FRONTLINE services across Kent 
face an imminent “day of reckoning” 
if central government does not pro¬ 
vide additional funding, the county 
council leader has warned. 

At a meeting of KCC’s cabinet at 
County Hall in Maidstone this week, 
Paul Carter issued the stark warn¬ 
ing to members as the local authori¬ 
ty begins putting together its next 
budget, which will ultimately be 
rubber-stamped in February. 

KCC has had to make almost a quarter 
of a billion pounds in savings as central 
government funding is being slashed 
year-on-year and with the council also 
suffering from an overspend to the tune 
of £llm, Cllr Carter admitted there is 
only so much more it can take before cru¬ 
cial services would have to be cut. 

He told members: “The com¬ 
pounding effect makes every year 
more difficult, in other words, the 
mountain to climb becomes more 
steep. The consequences for next

year’s budget and the year after re¬ 
ally are very significant. 

“So far we’ve always said at budg¬ 
et-setting day that we’ve broadly 
protected frontline services and 
there have been no significant detri¬ 


mental cuts in our budget, but next 
year is enormously worrying that 
we wftll not be able to say that. 

“I’m sure we’ll find a way of bal¬ 
ancing this year’s budget, but the big 
problem is setting a sensible, intelli¬ 
gent budget for next year and the 
year after.” 

Cllr Carter also revealed he was 
meeting each of the county’s MPs 
one-on-one to discuss the potential 
impact on services. 

“The elastic is absolutely at its 
breaking point now and you can’t do 
the impossible,” he said. 

“What we’ve got to do is get gov¬ 
ernment to understand that we are 
facing the impossibility of delivering 
that through traditional routes and 
there will be a day of reckoning if 
this continues.” 

Transport chief Matthew Balfour 
added: “We need to be much more 
blatant over the next couple of 
months as to where those cuts are 
likely to have to fall. 

“It would be wrong to misguide 
the people of Kent as to where things 
are going to have to change.”

“Over 17,500 people have made 
donations in the last few weeks and 
thanks to their generosity, this wonder¬ 
ful landscape now belongs to the nation, 
for ever.” 

Dame Vera added: “My thanks to 
everyone who embraced the campaign 
to protect this national icon.

Two dead after big 
crash in Hawkhurst 

A TEENAGE girl was left fighting for her life in 
hospital after a smash in Hawkhurst last weekend 
which left two people dead. 

Another man and another teenager were also 
hurt following the crash when a red Volvo 
hatchback, heading in the direction of Sandhurst, 
slammed into a wall on the A268 Rye Road near 
Foxhole Lane at around 9.30pm last Saturday. 

A Kent Police spokesperson confirmed a 
44-year-old man from the Cranbrook area and a 
50-year-old from north Wales were both con¬ 
firmed as dead at the scene. 

Officers closed the road for investigation work, 
before it was reopened at around 3.40am on 
Sunday morning.

Sir Roger confirmed 
to stand once more 

SIR Roger Gale has once again been selected to 
stand as Conservative MP for North Thanet in the 
next general election - which were he to once again 
win could see him still serving at the age of 84. 

Sir Roger, 74, was unanimously backed following a 
meeting of the North Thanet Conservative Associa¬ 
tion in a secret ballot. 

It means if the next election takes place as prime 
minister Theresa May insists, in 2022, he’ll be 79 at 
the next election and looking at securing another five 
year term. 

The veteran MP said: ‘ ‘Do I anticipate an election in 
the near future or before 2022? No, I do not. Are we 
ready to fight an election whenever it may take place? 
Yes, most certainly we are. 

‘ 'In today s terms I am still relatively young, enjoy 
reasonable health and am as mentally agile as ever. 

‘ ‘I have unfinished work to see though and projects 
to be brought to fruition in Heme Bay and in Thanet.’ ’ 

Sir Roger was first elected as a Conservative MP in 
1983, during Margaret Thatcher’s term in office. 


Schools in lock down 
as man is charged 

A 23-year-old from Dartford appeared in court on 
Wednesday charged with attempted murder. 

Rasak Osomo, 23 of Willow Road in the town, was 
arrested after an incident was reported in Heath Lane 
on Monday afternoon which forced three schools to 
go into ‘lock down’ as a safety precaution while police 
attended nearby. 

He has since been charged with attempted 
murder, attempting to cause grievous bodily harm 
and threatening a person with a blade.

Police chief vows force has 
learned lesson on crime stats

KENT Police’s crime recording practices 
have improved three months after a watch¬ 
dog warned the force had “taken its eye off 
the ball”, the county’s top cop has insisted. 

In June, Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of Con¬ 
stabulary (HMIC) found Kent Police was 
only correctly recording around 84 per cent 
of reported crimes, meaning 24,000 crimes 
a year were not making it onto the force’s 
books. 

Speaking at his quarterly performance 
and delivery board meeting on Wednesday 
at the force’s headquarters in Maidstone, at 
which he holds chief constable Alan Pughs¬ 
ley to account in public, police and crime 
commissioner, Matthew Scott said: “The re¬ 
sults weren’t good.” 

He went on to ask: “Hypothetically, if 
HMIC was to return tomorrow - you know I 
intend to invite them back sooner than later 
- are you absolutely confident that they 
would find greater accuracy?” 

Mr Pughsley was keen to emphasise no¬ 
body within Kent Police was “supressing 
crime in any way, shape or form”. 

He said improvements had been made to 
the force’s administrative processes around 
crime data integrity accuracy, and that 


those improvements explained why record¬ 
ed crime in Kent had increased. 

Mr Pughsley added: “If you rolled forward 
to the end of the year, if we said January 
2018 for example, and HMIC came in and in¬ 
spected our data then, I would be wholly 
confident that our accuracy would be regu¬ 
larly at 90-plus per cent.” 

Mr Scott said after the meeting: “I am sat¬ 
isfied with the actions the force has taken 
and the chief constable has provided me with 
assurances that, when the force is looked at 


again, we wouldn’t be in the same situa¬ 
tion as we were found earlier this year. 

“A lot of lessons have been learned, proc¬ 
esses have been changed, and training has 
been done.” 

He again stated his intention to write to 
HMIC, inviting its inspectors to return to 
Kent to inspect the force again at a suitable 
time. 

“We await to see what happens when I 
do invite HMIC back, probably next year,” 
he said. 


Puppies dumped in 
woodland recovering 

SIX poorly springer spaniel puppies are being 
cared for by the RSPCA after they were found 
dumped in woods near Ashford. 

The 10-week-old pups were found by a 
member of the public huddled on a pile of logs in 
woods in High Halden last month. Now they’re 
being treated for sarcoptic mange, also known as 
fox mange, and ear mites. An investigation into 
who abandoned them is under way. 


Sheerness bridge's 
Dunkirk connection 

A £3m bridge at the Port of Sheerness will be 
named Wildfire Bridge to commemorate the 
historic rescue mission in Dunkirk. 

The name references HMS Wildfire III, the 
British naval shore establishment forming part of 
the Sheerness base, and HMS Wildfire, which 
coordinated smaller ships heading to Dunkirk. 


Grapes send sales up 

INTEREST in Kentish wines “has never been 
higher”, a winery CEO has claimed as it an¬ 
nounced a rise in sales by more than a fifth. 

Chapel Down, based in Tenterden, saw 
revenues increase by 22 per cent, with 50 acres of 
new vineyards planted on its new leased sites in 
the county.

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Pothole repair project set to 
continue until Christmas 



KENT County Council says it is 
shelling out £5.2 million to fill 
potholes in our roads, before 
temperatures plunge. 

The blitz began in April and will 
run up until December - assuming 
the weather remains good during 
October and November. 

So far, the authority has splashed 
out £2.7m, filling the equivalent of 
133,600 individual potholes on a 
road network of over 5,000 miles. 

It has contracted the work out to 
local companies in the districts to 
ensure quicker response times to 
reports of problems. 

KCC cabinet member for 
highways Matthew Balfour said: 
“Potholes are one of the biggest 
bugbears for our residents and 
remain one of our top priorities 
each year. 


“We’ve got local crews working 
on filling potholes who know their 
areas and this year we’ve extended 
the scheme up until Christmas to 
ensure our roads are ready for the 
winter months ahead. 


“People often assume these are 
quick and temporary fixes but I can 
assure you these are not. We do a 
quality, first time fix, and do not 
expect to be back out again fixing 
the same pothole.” 


Drug dealer has cars and 
Rolex confiscated by cops 


A DRUG dealer involved in the 
importation of heroin, cocaine 
and cannabis into Kent has been 
ordered to pay back £228,000 
- with cops seizing cars and a 
Rolex watch all purchased with 
the proceeds of crime. 

Stephen Hall, 55, formally of 
Trafalgar Close in Rochester, 
was sentenced to 20 years in 
prison in 2014. 

He and nine other men were 
involved in an organised 
criminal gang which imported 
Class A and Class B drugs from 
Europe. 

Hall was ordered to pay back 
the funds via the Proceeds of 
Crime Act 2002. 

In order to afford the 
payment, a number of assets 
were seized including cash, a 
Rolex watch and a number of 
cars including a drag racer. 


One of the other offenders 
was also ordered to pay back 
£ 100 , 000 . 

Officers conducted multiple 
seizures of drugs leading up to 
the arrest of Hall. 

This included the recovery of 
126 kilos of herbal cannabis 
from Church Close in Rochester 
in 2012 and the seizure of Class 
A drugs from a taxi in London 
in 2013. 

Officers also intercepted a 
total of 67 kilos of heroin, 13 
kilos of cocaine and 75 kilos of 
cannabis in two incidents in 
Germany in 2013 and 2014. 

DC Mark Froome said: “We 
always try to recoup the 
proceeds of any criminal 
activity so they don’t continue 
to benefit from their illegal 
dealings once released from 
prison.”

Donated by Guy Portelli, it will stand on a 
raised bed on Quarry Hill Road. Dame Kelly 
who grew up in Hildenborough, won double 
gold in 2004. 


Full power at Dungeness 

NUCLEAR power station Dungeness B is 
back in full operation following a three- 
month maintenance project. 

Last year the station on the south coast 
generated a record-breaking amount of 
power - the equivalent of two million homes, 
or the whole Kent three times over. 


Uni unveils latest venue 

THE University of Kent in Canterbury has 
launched a new conferences and event 
building. 

The Sibson building includes three 
lecture theatres, six meeting rooms and 
space for a central atrium networking space 
for up to 250 people. 


Mock bridge demolition

mock demolition of Rochester Bridge on 
Tuesday night as part of a training exercise.

Chicken meat trader jailed

N early 12 tonnes of 
chicken bound for take¬ 
aways around the south 
east has been destroyed 
after an investigation 
found it was “unfit for human con¬ 
sumption”. 

And the man responsible - who 
used a converted concrete mixer to 
create chicken doner kebab meat - 
was this week jailed for four months. 

It follows an investigation by Sev- 
enoaks District Council which discov¬ 
ered the meat being sold from a 
Swanley-based business to kebab 
shops, food manufacturers and other 
food businesses across London and 
the south east. It described the case as 
“one of the most serious breaches of 
food safety laws we have ever come 
across”. 

Sukru Ahmet, of East Rochester 
Way, Sidcup, was the man behind UK 
Chicken Doner & Poultry Ltd. 

An investigation from the council 
discovered the 60-year-old had been 
selling the unsafe poultry since at 
least November 2014 from units at 
Upper Hockenden Farm in Maidstone 
Road, Swanley. 

In November 2015, Ahmet had told 
the council he intended to run a food 
business. Told he would need council 


approval, he told inspectors he would 
not be processing meat. 

But a visit from inspectors one 
month later proved he was. 

Despite a notice to stop, officers 
found and seized 11.75 tonnes of 
poultry in April 2016. 

An investigation into Ahmet’s 
businesses found he had been trading 
under another name, United Meat 


and Poultry Suppliers, from Novem¬ 
ber 2014 to December 2015, without 
the council’s approval. 

Officers discovered meat past its 
use-by dates was ready to be sold, 
while other packages had no clear 
dates, and some products from Ger¬ 
many had been re-labelled to claim 
they had been produced in the UK. 

All the seized chicken was incinerated. 


In March, Ahmet plead guilty to 21 
charges of breaching food safety and 
hygiene laws. 

On Thursday he was jailed for four 
months and ordered to pay both the 
council’s and the court’s trial costs, 
totalling £11,880, with his company 
also given a £30,000 fine and made 
to pay the other half of costs, totalling 
£53,760. 


VOTERS in Dartford are being urged 
to have their say on changes to the 
borough’s ward boundaries.

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150mph on 
M25 is tip of 
a worrying 
speed iceberg 

A Freedom of Information request has 
revealed the staggering speeds drivers 
are hitting on the roads across county

D RIVERS were caught hit¬ 
ting staggering speeds of 
up to 150mph on Kent 
roads last year, new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

Kent Police recorded hundreds of 
cases of drivers speeding at more 
than lOOmph in 2016/17, with one 
Volkswagen Golf reaching lllmph 
on the B2174 Princes Road, near 
Rowan Cresecent in Dartford - a road 
where the speed limit is just 40mph. 

The data, obtained by BBC Radio 
Kent through a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request, shows the majority of of¬ 
fences occurring between junction 5 
of the M2 5 and the Clacket Lane Serv¬ 
ices, near Westerham. 

However, drivers were also caught 
racking up three-figure speeds on 
stretches of the M20 as well as roads 
including the Wainscott By-pass, 
Strood; A2 Dover Road both in Can¬ 
terbury and Shepherdswell; A289 
Medway Tunnel, towards Rochester 
and the A249 at Newington. 

Earlier this year, greater punish¬ 
ments for the worst speeding offend¬ 
ers came into force. 

These included a fine of 50 per cent 
of the driver’s weekly income plus 
three points on their licence when 
caught doing 71-90mph on the mo¬ 
torway. 

For those caught doing 91-100mph, 
the Sentencing Council imposed a 
fine worth 100 per cent of their week¬ 
ly income plus four to six points or a 
driving ban for seven to 28 days. 

And for those caught driving at 
lOlmph-plus, the fine equalled 150 per 
cent of weekly income, plus six points 
or a seven to 5 6-day driving ban. 

Some road safety chiefs, however, 


believe the punishments are not 
enough of a deterrent and that too 
many drivers still believe they can hit 
terrifying speeds without getting 
caught. 

Jason Wakeford, director of cam¬ 
paigns at the charity, Brake, told us: 
“Enforcement is one of the big issues, 
not just on speeding but other crimes 
as well, like using your mobile phone 
or driving under the influence of 
drink or drugs. 

“There have been a lot of high pro¬ 
file street races this summer, with 
some caught doing 134mph in the 
West Midlands. 

“They were prosecuted but escaped 
jail time because they didn’t kill any¬ 
one - that sends out completely the 
wrong message. 

“There’s so many problems with 
the justice system. 

“The Ministry of Justice consulted 
on a change in the law including in¬ 
creasing the jail sentence for danger¬ 
ous driving from 14 years to life - that 
closed at the beginning of the year, 
but we’re still waiting. 

“There’s no one silver bullet or else 
we would have got it by now. 

“On every journey there needs to 
be that expectation that you will get 
caught, and the punishment needs to 
be more severe as a proper deterrent.” 

With police budgets being rapidly 
slashed every year, enforcement has 
been made that much harder, though 
Mr Wakeford pointed to a successful 
trial in North Wales where members 
of the public have helped capture mo¬ 
toring offences including careless or 
dangerous driving. 

However, Brian Macdowall of the 
Kent branch of the Alliance of British 
Drivers, said the priority should be to 
crack down on other ways in which 
drivers behave at the wheel, not nec¬ 
essarily simply how hard they’re

pushing the accelerator. 

“As with everything, there is a 
hardcore minority who flout the rules 
of the road, but they do not represent 
the majority of sober, sensible, careful 
drivers,” he said. 

“If you look at the major causes of 
accidents, failure to look properly is 
top, and speeding comes in about 
eighth or ninth. 

“We need to detach the myth that 
speed is automatically synonymous 
with dangerous driving.” 

Mr Macdowall added that, despite 
the staggering statistics, he believes 
increasing the speed limit on motor¬ 
ways by lOmph, as was briefly moot¬ 
ed back in 2010, could still be justi¬ 
fied. 

“The hardcore minority should 
have the book thrown at them, we 
don’t want those people on the road,” 
he said. 

“The speed limit was set in 1965 
and cars are now light years away in 
engineering terms than they were 
then. 

“It is not the major cause of acci¬ 
dents, the predominant fact is too 
many people switch off behind the 
wheel, only focus on the pedals and 
mirrors and are not looking further 
down the road. 

“We are not saying put your foot 


right to the floor, but travelling above 
70mph can be safe if in your judge¬ 
ment the road is clear and there is 
nothing that would cause you or any¬ 
one else an accident.” 

Mr Wakeford, at Brake, however, 
believes there is no justification for in¬ 
creasing the speed limit. 

He said: “It’s a real misconception. 
Yes, cars are better and can brake 
better but thinking time has not im¬ 
proved, in fact, it’s probably got worse 
with more distractions such as GPS, 
Bluetooth and people looking at their 
phones. 

“Quite simply, if you are travelling 
at a fast speed, it takes longer to stop. 
You can only imagine what those im¬ 
pacts will be at lOOmph, so having an 
increased speed limit is a recipe for 
disaster. 

“If everyone on the motorway trav¬ 
elled at 50mph you’d actually get to 
your destination quicker because 
people are changing lanes and going 
different speeds.” 

Responding to the release of the fig¬ 
ures this week, Kent Police’s superin¬ 
tendent Phil Hibbens said: “Kent has 
the biggest strategic road network in 
the country and officers carry out pa¬ 
trols on the motorways in both 
marked and unmarked vehicles to 
help identify people who are commit¬ 


ting offences. 

“It is not just the roads policing 
unit which keep our roads safe - there 
are additional resources which sup¬ 
port them, as well as local policing 
teams who carry out enforcement. 

“Across Kent and Medway there 
are a number of fixed and mobile 
camera sites, which are managed by 
the Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership. 

“This is supported by 100 Commu¬ 
nity Speedwatch schemes across the 
county, where volunteers from local 
communities detect and report vehi¬ 
cles caught speeding to the police. 

“A variety of road safety campaigns 
are delivered each year on a number 
of issues including speeding, mobile 
phone use, drink and drug driving, 
HGVs and seatbelts in order to pre¬ 
vent dangerous driving taking place. 

“Kent Police, in partnership with 
other road safety professionals, are 
committed to preventing harm on 
the roads, but road users have a re¬ 
sponsibility to play their part too. 

“Motorists have a personal respon¬ 
sibility to drive not only within the 
law but also to the conditions of the 
road. 

“Exceeding the speed limit is irre¬ 
sponsible, speeding at lOOmph or 
more is extremely dangerous.” 
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Blood contamination victims to 
sue after High Court’s decision 

But Kent victim of the scandal says it is shameful it has taken so long and that the government has 
forced those suffering to embark on a lengthy legal fight, in order to finally get justice they deserve

A VICTIM of the blood 
contamination scandal 
from Kent says “the no¬ 
tion you have to take 
your own government 
to court...is truly shameful” after vic¬ 
tims and their families won a ruling 
allowing them to launch a High 
Court group action seeking damages. 

A High Court official said it was 
“appropriate” to immediately issue a 
group litigation order allowing a po¬ 
tential 500 claimants - surviving 
victims of contamination and the 
families of the deceased - to join to¬ 
gether to claim compensation. 

The official, Senior Master Fon¬ 
taine, made the order despite opposi¬ 
tion from lawyers acting for the De¬ 
partment of Health who argued the 
application was “premature”. 

The case concerns imported blood¬ 
clotting products derived from blood 
plasma which caused haemophiliacs 
and others to be infected with HIV 
and hepatitis in the 1970s and 80s 
and has so far led to the deaths of at 
least 2,400 NHS patients. 

The claimants allege that the DoH 
failed in its duty to take reasonable 
care to prevent injury or loss to NHS 
patients when contaminated blood 
products manufactured from blood 
donated “from unsafe sources”, 
mainly in the USA, were imported 
into the UK, causing a large number 
of haemophiliacs to be infected with 
hepatitis C and HIV. 

In the US, prisoners and people 
who were addicted to drugs were 
among those paid to give their blood 
to meet the rising demand for com¬ 
mercial blood products. 

Their contaminated donations 
were mixed in with those of others. 

In the lead case of Jason Evans, it is 
alleged the health secretary failed to 
provide “prompt and timely” notifi¬ 
cation to the patient about the risk of 
infection. 

Other allegations include a failure 
to promptly notify infected claimants 
that they had become infected. 

Master Fontaine was told more 
than 4,500 people contracted hepati¬ 
tis C and/or HIV in the 


1970s and 80s. 

Steven Snowden QC, appearing for 
the claimants, told the court it had 
recently come to light that informa¬ 
tion and documents which could 
have helped the victims and families 
in cases brought earlier had not been 
disclosed. 

In the light of that lack of disclo¬ 
sure, argued Mr Snowden, it would 
be “unconscionable” for the Depart¬ 
ment of Health to rely on earlier set¬ 
tlement agreements and undertak¬ 
ings given by families to prevent 
them now pursuing further litiga¬ 
tion. 

The ruling on Tuesday follows an 
announcement by the prime minis¬ 
ter in July that a public inquiry is to 
be held into what she described as 
“an appalling tragedy which should 
simply never have happened”. 

Des Collins, of Watford-based law 
firm Collins Solicitors, which won 
the group litigation order, said: “The 
recent announcement of a public in¬ 
quiry into these matters has at last 
indicated some willingness on the 
part of government to address the 
claimant’s concerns. 

“Against this background it is re¬ 
grettable that the secretary of state 
for health has not chosen to do so in 
these civil proceedings.” 

Steve Dymond, 61, from Broad- 
stairs was infected with hepatitis C - 
which causes damage to the liver - af¬ 
ter receiving infected blood as part of 
his treatment for mild haemophilia - 
a condition which prevents blood 
from clotting normally. 

Speaking this week, he said: “The 
notion you have to take your own 
government to court for something 
that falls within their zone of respon¬ 
sibility is truly shameful. 

“Compensation can never give 
back the lost years but it could do 
someway to making up for the loss of 
pension rights, salary and life oppor¬ 
tunities this has denied us. 

“Compensation would be a clear 
sign of recognition; that is prepared 
to pay for its mistakes. 

“The High Court has dismissed at¬ 
tempts to delay legal proceedings still 
further and victims should be able to 
present evidence while it still exists 
and they are alive to do so. 

“But it means bereaved families 


and seriously ill haemophiliac vic¬ 
tims are forced to drag the Depart¬ 
ment of Health through the courts to 
force Whitehall officials to accept 
their responsibility for the contami¬ 
nated blood scandal. 

“It is shameful in a civilised society 
that vulnerable victims and their 
families are forced to resort to bur¬ 
densome legal action to compel the 
government to behave decently in 
compensating them for their neglect 
and their continuing cover up.” 

Labour mayor of Manchester, 
Andy Burnham, described the scan¬ 
dal as a “criminal cover-up on an in¬ 
dustrial scale” in the Commons ear¬ 
lier this year, as pressure was applied 
to the prime minister to fully investi¬ 
gate just what happened. 

Adds Mr Dymond: “Compensation 
in any form cannot repair the dam¬ 
age wrought on so many haemophil¬ 
iac families, simply put ‘all the king’s 


men couldn’t put Humpty together 
again’ such is the human devasta¬ 
tion wreaked on the haemophilia 
community by this scandal. But de¬ 
cent compensation would be a clear 
marker that the fault and responsi¬ 
bility for this treatment disaster, lay 
not with the victims and their fami¬ 
lies, but with the state and its opera¬ 
tives. 

“It would be a clear recognition 
that the state would assume their re¬ 
sponsibility for some 2,400 deaths 
and cease to hide continuously be¬ 
hind implausible excuses. 

“Compensation at decent levels 
should enable haemophiliac victims 
and their families to live out their 
foreshortened remaining years with 
a restored dignity. It would be a small 
comfort that my widow-to-be would 
be provided for after my premature 
death. 

“The struggles to compel Depart¬ 


ment of Health officials to accept 
their responsibility and liability for 
the contaminated blood scandal 
have been likened to the labours of 
Sisyphus [who kept pushing a boul¬ 
der up a hill only for it to keep slip¬ 
ping down] - an endless unrelenting 
struggle, with inattention leading to 
fatal consequences. 

“By some irony, one senses that 
the boulder is rolling downhill, 
through the forthcoming legal cases 
against the Department of Health 
and a full public inquiry, to confront 
those responsible for what is termed 
in USA ‘the haemophilia holocaust’. 
That Sisyphus earned his punish¬ 
ment for self aggrandising craftiness 
and deceitfulness would seem to be a 
fitting description of the behaviour 
and tactics of the Department of 
Health over the last 40 years to¬ 
wards the small vulnerable commu¬ 
nity of haemophiliacs.”

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Is it time for 
cab app Uber 
to finally slam 
on the brakes? 

After Transport for London said it would not 
renew its licence to operate in the capital, there 
is now a call in some parts of the county to see 
the ban extended across Kent. We look at the 
scale of Uber here and just what ruling means

P RESSURE in Medway is growing on 
taxi firm Uber after opposition 
councillors called for the company 
to be banned from operating on the 
streets following the decision by 
Transport for London to not renew its licence. 

The firm, which is set to mount an appeal 
against the decision in the capital, has drivers 
operating across the county. 

Unlike normal cab firms, Uber’s main sell¬ 
ing point is allowing users to book a cab via 
their smartphones with a price agreed in ad¬ 
vance - often considerably cheaper than local 
firms. 

But despite being hugely popular, TfL re¬ 
cently announced it was not renewing its li¬ 
cence to operate in the capital as it was not a 
“fit and proper” private car hire operator. 

A key concern cited by TfL was Uber’s fail¬ 
ure to meet the required standards in a 
number of areas, including its approach to re¬ 
porting serious criminal offences and how 
medical certificates were obtained. 

Its licence expired this Saturday, but it will 
be able to continue to operate until the appeals 
process has been exhausted. It is thought that 
could last months, meaning Uber will contin¬ 
ue to serve its 3.5 million customers in the city 
via a network of 40,000 drivers. 

But although Medway Council does not li¬ 
cence Uber separately, the company can oper¬ 
ate quite legally in the towns - as long as 
they’re not hailed in the street. 

Dan McDonald is the Labour group’s spokes¬ 
man for licensing. He said it was good news 
Uber drivers would soon not be able to operate 
in the towns after TfL pulls the licence, but 
that Medway Council need to get as tough as 
TfL. 

He explained: “Uber has been run out of 
London for failing to clean up its act. 

“We must not allow Medway Council to be¬ 
come a soft touch if those London-licensed 
Uber drivers seek to continue operating by ob¬ 
taining new private hire licences here. 

“Uber has been able to grow so quickly by 
flouting rules and cutting corners. 

“Medway should also have the courage to 
stand up to Uber’s sharp practices to protect 
the livelihoods of drivers who play by the rules 
and to protect passenger safety.” 

Uber denies it has flouted rules, although its 
chief executive this week admitted it had made 


mistakes and apologised for them. 

Dara Khosrowshahi, who only took over the 
firm in the summer, said: “While Uber had 
revolutionised the way people move in cities 
around the world, it’s equally true that we’ve 
got things wrong along the way. 

“On behalf of everyone at Uber globally, I’d 
like to apologise for the mistakes we’ve made. 

“We will appeal this decision on behalf of 
millions of Londoners, but we do so with the 
knowledge that we must also change.” 

In a letter sent to staff, he said he believed 
the decision was based on past behaviour. 

He wrote: “The truth is that there is a high 
cost to a bad reputation. It really matters what 
people think of us, especially in a global busi¬ 
ness like ours. 

“It’s critical that we act with integrity in 
everything we do, and learn how to be a better 
partner to every city we operate in. That 
doesn’t mean abandoning our principles - we 
will vigorously appeal TfL’s decision - but 
rather building trust through our actions and 
our behaviour. In doing so, we will show that 
Uber is not just a really great product, but a re¬ 
ally great company that is meaningfully con¬ 
tributing to society, beyond its business and its

bottom line.” 

Medway Council says it would re¬ 
spond to any problems from users of 
the service, but said so far it had not 
received any. 

A spokesman explained: “Uber is 


operating legally within our area and 
we have not experienced any prob¬ 
lems to date with the company. Uber 
is allowed to operate in Medway via 
its app booking system, but its drivers 
cannot pick people up who attempt to 


flag them down on the street; that 
would go against the terms of their 
licences.” 

Following the Uber CEO’s open let¬ 
ter admitting its mistakes, London 
mayor Sadiq Khan said meetings be¬ 


tween the firm and TfL chiefs would 
be facilitated in a bid to iron out the 
problems. 

Certainly the strength of feeling 
among its users is strong. A petition 
started up following the TfL decision 


has already gained more than 
800,000 signatures. 

But, like in London, those most furi¬ 
ous with Uber’s increasing popularity

have been local, licensed, cab drivers. 

Ian Walton, vice chairman of the 
Medway Licensed Taxi Drivers Asso¬ 
ciation said Medway Council was 
among the strictest in the country 
when it comes to vehicle and driver 
tests. 

Hackney Carriages in Medway 
have to be white with uniform sig¬ 
nage. These use taxi ranks and can¬ 
not be hailed. Private hire cars in the 
town are red, and once more need 
uniform signage. These can be 
booked and hailed. 

Other towns can have similar 
rules. 

Mr Walton explains: “Uber do not 
always appear to be operating within 
their licensing areas. I have seen Uber 
cars parked up in Medway waiting for 
work, even though they are licensed 
through Transport for London. 

“Several years ago, a court case 
muddied the waters when three driv¬ 
ers were prosecuted for cross-border 
operating and eventually won their 
case. 

“The judge at the time, I feel, did 
not make the judgement clear enough 
and now we have the present situa¬ 
tion where it seems Uber and other 
similar drivers are able to work wher¬ 
ever they feel like it. That means the 
public could be put at risk because 
there does not appear to be a level 
playing field when it comes to testing 
and insurance cover.” 

Uber denies the problem, pointing 
out that all its drivers need a private 
hire licence from an area where Uber 
has a licence - in practice the same as 
other cab drivers - and that it has 
strict criteria for the age and quality 


of cars used by its drivers. 

Ian Brenchley has run Canterbury 
Taxi Ltd for 17 years. He told us: 
“Some people may feel having them is 
for the better, but many people say to 
me that you are taking your life in to 
your own hands by getting in to one 
of their vehicles. 

“Because the driver, no matter how 
well intentioned, is no better than 
someone who has just sat their driv¬ 
ing test. They are not controlled by 
anybody. They get a licence and then 
set free in to the industry. 

“They carry on under the curtain 
of legislation and are getting away 
with it. It is a crazy situation.” 

But the city council points out it is 
not breaking any rules. 

A spokesman explained: “Yes, 
some Uber drivers operate in Canter¬ 
bury district. 

“Uber is a lawful business operat¬ 
ing in a lawful way and if any chang¬ 
es to how Uber operates was to be 
brought in, this would have to be on a 
national level.” 

In Dartford, Uber cars are frequent¬ 
ly spotted. The council explaining: 
“Uber can still use their London li¬ 
cence to collect and drop off pre¬ 
booked fares within the area. 

“They cannot be hailed in the street 
as they are private hire and only 
Dartford licensed Hackney Carriages 
can be hailed or ply for hire within 
the borough. If they pick up directly 
off the street without a booking, we 
would look to prosecute for illegal 
working. 

“Once an Uber driver has complet¬ 
ed their fare they should return to 
their licensed area, however they can 
and do park in legal car parks over 
which we have no jurisdiction. 


“Any complaints regarding Uber or 
other drivers licensed by other au¬ 
thorities would be directed to the au¬ 
thority that licenses them, in Lon¬ 
don’s case TfL, to deal with as we 
have not got enforcement powers 
over drivers we do not licence. 

“Uber has not applied to be licensed 
by Dartford and if it did we would 
have to judge it under our policy to 
ascertain if they were fit and proper, if 
the refusal to renew the London li¬ 
cence is upheld, following an appeal, 
we would use this and any other in¬ 
formation available to support any 
decision we make.” 

Responding, a spokesman for Uber 
said: “We don’t have a number to 
hand of licensed drivers who are pick¬ 
ing up or dropping off in Kent. 

“The recent decision taken by 
Transport for London only applies to 
Uber in the capital and does not im¬ 
pact Uber’s licence in any other city. 
Across the UK, millions of people use 
our app to get from A to B and thou¬ 
sands of licensed drivers rely on Uber 
to make a living. 

“We plan to appeal the decision in 
London and can continue operating 
while we await the outcome of our 
appeal. 

“People use Uber to travel across 
councils and it’s common industry 
practice for drivers licensed in one to 
carry out trips in another. 

“They can do this as long as they 
are pre-booked and dispatched from 
the operator’s licence they are regis¬ 
tered to. It’s not a loophole - its actu¬ 
ally something the law was changed 
to allow. 

“As for the councils, Uber only 
partners with licensed private hire 
drivers and, while councils can have 


different policies, the fundamentals 
are the same. All private hire drivers 
in the UK have to go through an en¬ 
hanced DBS background check, the 
same background check which black 
cab drivers go through. It is then up 
to the licensing authority to decide if 
they are fit to hold a private hire li¬ 
cence. In many cases Uber’s national 
standards go further than many local 
requirements.” 

Founded in 2009, Uber now oper¬ 
ates out of 633 cities worldwide, with 
its headquarters in San Francisco, 
California. 

Its use of smartphone technology 
and a network of drivers using their 


own cars has proved a successful for¬ 
mula. At least so far.

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Football ace 
looks to hit 
the target 
in TV show 


Danny Grant will be seen trying to 
impress Lord Sugar this week as BBC 
One’s The Apprentice makes a return

A NON-league footballer 
who gave up a jet-setting 
job to see more of his son 
will appear on TV next 
week as The Apprentice 
returns to our screens. 

The popular BBC One show, which 
features businessman Alan Sugar 
whittling down contestants until he 
finds one candidate to go into busi¬ 


ness with, will feature 32-year-old 
Danny Grant, who signed for South¬ 
ern Counties East League Premier Di¬ 
vision side Chatham earlier this sea¬ 
son. 

And while contractually obliged 
not to reveal anything about how he 
gets on in the show, he admits the first 
episode is “explosive” as he and the 
other hopefuls vie for the £250,000 
investment from Lord Sugar. 

Mr Grant, who lives in Rochester 
and runs an online cosmetics com¬ 
pany, has certainly enjoyed a jet-set

lifestyle. 

He told KoS this week: “I spent 10 
years travelling, building helicopters 
and Formula One cars for the likes of 
Ferrari and McLaren. 

“It was great for a while, but I have 
a 12-year-old son in Maidstone and 
he would always say how he missed 
me, so I realised I had to come back. 

“After a while the lifestyle begins to 
take its toll, you’re basically living out 
of a suitcase, so I moved back, settled 
down and in 2014 I set up my own 
business. 

“It started off just selling things like 
iPhone parts, but now I’m selling ac¬ 
tivated carbon, the black powder that 
everyone is using as a teeth whitener, 
and it’s been quite successful.” 

Last year, Sevenoaks’ JD O’Brien 
tried - but ultimately failed - to win 
the TV business contest. 

Billed as the job interview from 
hell, The Apprentice pits 18 candi¬ 
dates against one another in a series 
of business tasks with at least one 
candidate sent packing at the end of 
each show. 

Famously, the US version of the 
show was once fronted by Donald 
Trump - prior to his decision to run 
for the White House. 

The UK version launched in 2005 
with the winners picking up a full¬ 
time six-figure job within Lord Sug¬ 
ar’s empire. 

But in 2011 that changed and now 
candidates fight for the £250,000 in¬ 
vestment into a business they will 
run as a 50/50 joint venture with the 
businessman. 


Each candidate has a business idea, 
submitted before the contests begin, 
to Lord Sugar. 

Adds Mr Grant: “I’ve always had 
these little ideas for start-ups, that’s 
why I started my own business when 
I came back to Kent. 

“If the activated carbon keeps sell¬ 
ing well I want to use that profit to 
create water filtration systems that fit 
into kitchen taps, and then use that 
money to provide water filters in 
Third World countries. 

“I’ve been watching the show from 
day one, all of my family and friends 
have said that I’d be really good at it, 
this year I just thought, why not ap¬ 
ply? 

“I didn’t expect to get through to 
the auditions, let alone the actual 
show. Before you even get on to the 
show it’s such a stress with meetings 
and applications. 

“The first episode we were all mak¬ 
ing and selling burgers; it’s pretty ex¬ 
plosive with all of the contestants try¬ 
ing to make a good first impression.” 

Pitching an ethical cosmetics com¬ 
pany to Lord Sugar, the former Ro¬ 
chester Math student returned to liv¬ 
ing out of a suitcase when he joined 
the other contestants in living to¬ 
gether in a luxury house in Chelsea 
when filming began back in the 
spring. 

“It was quite a change of scenery 
from Rochester,” says Mr Grant, 
“Hopefully I’ll be able to afford a 
house around there some day. 

“Because I used to travel, I think I 
coped quite well living in the house, 


whereas some of the others maybe got 
a bit homesick. I’m quite a jovial guy, 
so I think that will come across in the 
house and in the challenges. 

“I went there as myself and I went 
in to win. 

“When people watch, I hope it’s the 
most accurate version of me it can be 
on the screen.” 

Viewers have already had a flavour 
of the self-proclaimed “cheeky chap¬ 
py”, after a video surfaced of him rap¬ 
ping the Fresh Prince of Bel Air 
theme, claiming he’s often told he 
looks like Will Smith, the star of the 
popular 1990s sitcom, “because of 
the ears”. 

He said: “I remember it being filmed 
during the auditions, at that point I 
never thought I’d get through; there 
are thousands of entrants and I want¬ 
ed to give off as much of my personal¬ 
ity as possible. 

“It had been a long day of audition¬ 
ing, but I’m quite a playful person and 
I wanted to show that.” 

The “massive fan” of the show add¬ 
ed: “Going into it, I had a lot of 
respect for all of the previous candi¬ 
dates, of course you remember the 
winners and are inspired by them, 
but it’s such a stressful process, even 
the candidates you can’t normally 
remember have done really well to 
get there. 

“I can’t wait to watch it, I really 
think it’s going to be the best series 
yet.”

Speaking of the former Peru inter¬ 
national and Newcastle United ace, 
Mr Scally said he was “not one of the 
people on my list”. 

By the end of the week, the favour¬ 
ite to take over at the Medway club 
was Shaun Derry. 

The 39-year-old is currently man¬ 


ager at League Two side Cambridge 
United and is highly regarded in the 
lower leagues, most recently being 
linked with a vacancy at Chesterfield. 

But for Paul Scally, the hunt is not 
something he relishes. 

He explained: “It’s a tedious, diffi¬ 
cult and thankless task finding a new 
management team because we hope 
everyone we employ will do better, but 
there are no guarantees. 
“We could bring in Jose Mourinho 
and it might not work out for him. 

“As always, there are numerous ap- 
plictions - lots of names put to us from 
home and abroad. And many are peo¬ 
ple we don’t know much about but 
come from credible sources.” 

And the chairman claimed the de¬ 
cision may hang on any major new 


investors coming into the club and 
their vision for the team. 

He says he has been involved in 
talks with money men looking at a 
possible takeover or acquiring a ma¬ 
jor stake in the club over recent 
months and remains confident a deal 
will be struck. 

Mr Scally explained: “I think it is 
linked with me talking to some fairly 
significant investors at the moment 
for a very different future for the club. 
I have to take into account what the 
investors might be considering so we 
may be looking for a short term fix un¬ 
til December or the end of the season 
or we give them a two-year deal. 

“Whoever takes on now will be on 
the basis of the squad we have and 
possible additions in January.”

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Rare Bowie single set 
to sell for thousands 

A seven-inch single by the star, released when he was just 17, is set to go 
under the hammer at a Folkestone auction house later this month

A RARE record released by Dav¬ 
id Bowie when he was just 17 
is set to go under the hammer 
later this month with expecta¬ 
tions it could sell for thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

The seven-inch vinyl pressing of Liza 
Jane was first released back in June 1964. 

Still living in Kent at the time, the 
record was released under his real name 
of Davie Jones and failed miserably to have 
any impact on the chart. 

In fact Liza Jane by Davie Jones and the 
King Bees sold so badly the group were 
subsequently dropped from the record la¬ 
bel, Vocalion Pop. 

But after the young performer changed 
his name to Bowie his fortunes trans¬ 
formed and he elevated himself from the 
humble beginnings of life growing up in 
Beckenham to global superstardom. 

And as a consequence of his fame, fans 
have since clamored for anything related 
to the star. That value has only increased 
since his death in January 2016. 


Now the rare vinyl - which is a demon¬ 
stration-only version of the single - is to be 
sold via a Folkestone auction house with 
even experts admitting they have little 
idea just how much it will sell for. 

Going up with an estimate of between 
£500-£l,000 experts suggest it could 
eventually sell for many times that. 

Demonstration-only records were lim¬ 
ited run pre-release copies of the single 
sent to radio stations and reviewers in a 
bid to whip up excitement ahead of its of¬ 
ficial release. 

Robin Newcombe is a general valuer at 
Grand Auctions in Folkestone which is 
selling the disc. 

He explained: “We held a general valua¬ 
tion day and a woman came in with the 
record. She had it in her possession for 
years. She knew Davie Jones was actually 
David Bowie but didn’t know much more 
about it than that. 

“When I first saw it I knew it was poten¬ 
tially valuable and having done some ad¬ 
ditional research I realise it is likely to be 
one of very few remaining copies out 
there.” 

According to David Bowie’s own web¬ 


site, DavidBowie.com, two 
similiar versions of the 
record - both demonstra¬ 
tion discs - were sold 
through online auction site 
eBay in 2014 for £2,150 
each. 

But with interest in the 
late star never higher, 
that price could be 
dwarfed. 

Adds Mr Newcombe: “On 
the record collecting websit^ Dis- 
cogs there is only one copy fo|r sale 
and that is valued at around & ,000. 
The problem is that it is so ra re we 
simply don’t know what price [it will 
sell for.” 

The record itself is said to be in a 
'fair’ to ‘good’ condition - \yhich 
means it shows signs of wear and 
tear. Prior to sale it will be profes¬ 
sionally cleaned, with the auction 
house confident it will be able to 
be played without skipping. 

However, for collectors the value 
lies in its rarity rather than the 
ability to hear the track.

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POSTCARD SALE DELAYED

A POSTCARD which 
claims to have been sent 
by infamous Victorian 
killer Jack the Ripper, is 
set to go under the 
hammer at an auction in 
Folkestone in December 
- two months later than 
originally planned. 

The item had been due to 
be sold by Folkestone’s 
Grand Auctions on 
October 9 but the sale will 
now take place in 
December while “a few 
details” are ironed out. 
The postcard was 
received at Ealing Police 
Station on October 29, 

1888 from someone 
claiming to be responsi¬ 
ble for the brutal murder 
of at least five women in 
the slums of the East End. 
Never found, the killer 
spread panic in the capital 
with his horrific murders 
which involved cutting the 
throats of women and 
then brutally mutiliating 


them. 

Ever since then, a whole 
industry has grown up 
around just who was the 
guilty man. 

It was one of a number of 
notes sent to police 
claiming responsibility 
during the long-running 
manhunt. 

It contains a threat to kill 
two women and was sent 
on a significant date. 
Mary Kelly, one of the five 
of his confirmed victims, 
was murdered less than 
two weeks later. 

John was an officer with 
the Metropolitan Police. 
He was given the item as 
a memento after the 
Ripper file was closed 
and he left the force in 
1966. He later became a 
publican in Dover. 

The postcard has an 
estimate of £l,500-£2,500 
although the auction 
house says it expects it to 
sell for much more. 


Explains Mr Newcombe: “For collectors 
it will be appeal of simply owning such a 
rare piece rather than the condition of 
the record itself. 

“It is almost impossible to ascertain 
how many copies of the record would 
have been printed. It could be as low as 20 


or 100. The one thing we do know is that 
items like this rarely come on to the mar¬ 
ket and we’re expecting a great deal of in¬ 
terest.” 

Born in Brixton in 1947, David Bowie’s 
parents moved to Beckenham in 1953 
where they remained for the next 12 


years. 

After forming his first band at the age of 
15, the Konrads, he announced he was 
leaving Bromley Technical College to be¬ 
come a pop star. 

He had a short-lived career with the 
King Bees before joining Maidstone 
group the Manish Boys. 


However, it was not until 1969 and his 
hit Space Oddity that he made the leap 
into mainstream fame and never looked 
back.

Chris Britcher speaks to Nik Kershaw ahead of his show in Margate tonight 


B IG hair? Tick. Natty line 
in shoulder pads? Tick. 
String of memorable 
chart hits? Tick. 

Yes, Nik Kershaw was 
a quintessential star of the 1980s, 
a talented singer songwriter who 
strummed his way up the charts 
and will forever be remembered for 
the likes of 1984’s Wouldn’t It Be 
Good? and the Cold War inspired I 
Won’t Let The Sun Go Down On Me 
- all from the million-selling debut 
album Human Racing. 

He wasn’t as exciting as, say, the 
Frankie Goes To Hollywoods of this 
world, or as colourful as Culture 
Club, but he was a purveyor of 
finely crafted songs which have not 
only passed the test of time, but 
continue to adorn any self-respect¬ 
ing Eighties compilation. 

He performed at Live Aid in 1985 
and his album The Riddle delivered 


more success. But his time as a solo 
star was soon in decline and he 
went on to underline his songwrit¬ 
ing credentials by penning the 
likes of Chesney Hawkes’ monster 
hit I Am The One And Only. 

Now 59, he’s back on the road 
again, and tonight (Sunday) 
performs at Margate’s Theatre 
Royal for a show combining the 
hits from his heyday and tales from 
life in the maelstrom of the Eighties 
pop hey-day. But does he not ever 
tire of playing those hits? 

“I did go through a stage, 
especially when I was asked to do 
some revival shows and festivals, of 
having a belief the old songs stop 
people listening to the new stuff,” 
he explains to KoS. “At the 
beginning of the noughties it was a 
frustration, but you can use the old 
stuff to usher in the new stuff. To 
treat it as an asset rather than a 


weight around your neck. 

“You start having some respect 
for those songs. And to be still be 
able to stand on a festival stage in 
front of 25,000 people and have 
everyone singing your songs back 
at you - that’s amazing.” 

He’s refreshingly down to earth, 
even admitting that he still gets 
stage fright every time he’s about 
to go on stage. And he takes plenty 
of comfort in the seemingly 
never-ending Eighties revival. 

“I bump into the acts from back 
in the day more often at these 
festivals than I did at the time as 
we were all so busy. I’ve formed 
some good friendships through 
them as you’ve all been through 
the same things. We’re all just 
people getting on with it. You 
rarely find any divas at these 
things as we’ve all had a good 
kicking on the way down and we’re 


just delighted to still be here.” 

Among those friends are Go 
West with whom he will be 
embarking on a UK tour next year 
which also includes Cutting Crew 
- a three-for-the-price-of-one 
Eighties night out which calls into 
Folkestone’s Leas Cliff Hall. 

It’s a town he’s familiar with 
from days out as a child. 

He explains: “I used to come to 
the county a lot. My grandparents 
lived in Maidstone so when as a 
child we had to get from Ipswich to 
Maidstone back when there was no 
Dartford Crossing so through all the 
towns and across the Blackwall 
Tunnel. Took pretty much all day to 
get there. We used to go to Folke¬ 
stone and Hastings for day trips.” 

Nik Kershaw performs tonight, 
Sunday, at Margate’s Theatre 
Royal. Some tickets are still 
available.

Hannah Stephenson joins AA Milne biographer Ann Thwaite in Ashdown Forest in pursuit of Pooh 


A SHDOWN Forest, less 
than 30 minutes outside 
of Tunbridge Wells, and 
across the boarder in 
East Sussex, has re¬ 
mained blissfully unmarred by tour¬ 
ism over the years. 

But it is here where scenes from the 
film Goodbye Christopher Robin, out 
this weekend, were shot and where 
Winnie-the-Pooh creator AA Milne 
and his son Christopher Robin had 
their happiest times. 

Today, AA Milne’s biographer Ann 
Thwaite, the film’s consultant, is 
helping me retrace the steps that fa¬ 
ther and son took in the 1920s on 
their many walks along this 10 
square mile stretch of countryside, 
the little boy carrying his eponymous 


bear and his innocent pals Piglet, 
Tigger, Rabbit, Kanga, Roo, Owl and 
Eeyore. 

Yet there’s not a sign, a playground, 
or any hint of a Disney-esque homage 
to the most famous bear in the world 
in sight, as we venture into this glori¬ 
ously untouched ancient forest, much 
of which is tranquil, open heathland. 

Ann, a sprightly 84-year-old and 
expert on all things AA Milne, takes 
fans on the paths trodden by the most 
lucrative children’s author in the 
world. 

“I always get lost,” she confesses. 
“You see groups of scouts doing orien¬ 
teering, but there’s no little model of 
Winnie-the-Pooh in every corner 
guiding them. 

“The landscape hasn’t changed in

all those years,” she continues. “You 
can’t even hear any traffic. It’s very 
sandy, too. There’s a scene in Winnie- 
the-Pooh when Roo is playing in a 
sandpit, and if you look at the books 
you can see where Shepard (illustra¬ 
tor EH Shepard) was drawing the ac¬ 
tual place.” 

The most visible sign that we are in 
Pooh territory is a wooden signpost to 
Pooh Bridge, which features in the 
film. Here we stand, twigs at the 
ready, chucking the thin wooden 
sticks in the river - a tributary of the 
Medway - before darting to the other 
side to see whose twig appears first. 

The film shows that the most inti¬ 
mate moments of Milne’s relationship 
with his son were spent in the forest. 
But their relationship struggled after 


the books were published in the 
1920s and became huge bestsellers. 
Christopher Robin had wanted his fa¬ 
ther to write a story for him, not 
about him. He unwittingly - and un¬ 
willingly - became more famous than 
his dad and hated the attention he at¬ 
tracted. 

He was bullied terribly at school be¬ 
cause of the Christopher Robin link 
and resented everything connected 
with Winnie-the-Pooh, including his 
father, who didn’t protect him from 
the excesses of publicity. Christopher 
Robin Milne died in 1996 

While everything around them 
changed, the forest remained the 
same. 

Goodbye Christopher Robin 
opens this weekend.

Hath Sansom gets in the swing with a golfing break 
in the home of Prosecco... 


T ake one largely 

undiscovered Italian region, 
add some fine food and good 
wine then throw in a 
journalist on a mission to 
learn how to relax by playing golf... 

This “golfing and more” trip was a 
chance for the region’s tourist board 
to shout about all that the Friuli 
Venezia Guilia region has to offer. 

A two-hour flight from London, this 
farming-rich region boasts a diverse 
mix of gentle strolls round tranquil 
lakes, mountain climbs, quirky cities, 
a rich cultural heritage, scenic drives, 
intriguing architecture, elaborate 
churches, regional cheese to die for 
and decent shopping. 

It is also home to this decade’s 
boom wine, Prosecco, but locals are 
more likely to direct you to its lesser 
known rival, Ribolla. 

However, with plenty of vineyards 


and bars, there are ample opportuni¬ 
ties to make up your own mind and 
throw in some of the fine local red 
wines too for good measure. 

This trip, however, was primarily to 
showcase four of the region’s seven 
golf courses, each with a distinct 
style, all with stunning settings and 
accompanied by club houses serving 
quality cuisine with price tags that 
won’t make you wince. 

For golfers who fancy a pre-booked 
lesson, English-speaking pro coaches 
are on hand to help guide beginners 
or add a dash of Italian flourish to the 
swing of the more seasoned player. 

Bolting on lessons to the golfing 
experience proved invaluable a 
novice like me. By the end of four 
days, I was reaching a respectable 100 
metres with a seven iron - mostly in a 
straight line, always with a grin. 

From formal traditional member¬

ship clubs to family friendly courses, 
this Alps to Adriatic region was voted 
among undiscovered golf destina¬ 
tions of 2017 by 36 travel writers. 

Central is the vibrant and artsy 
city of Udine whose undulating golf 
course welcomes families, joggers, 
walkers and players. It stretches in 
front of its own Villa Verde Hotel 
where, just a few weeks earlier, 
American R n B star Mary J Blige had 
come for a get-away-from-it-all break. 


Castle D’Aviano, by comparison to 
the west, is a predominantly flat 
course at the bottom of a hill, a few 
steps from the Hotel Policreti. It’s a 
pretty course that oozes peace from 
every corner. The hotel and its chef 
are a bonus. 

Tarvisio in the far north east 
corner had the best mountain views: 
pure chocolate box, while Trieste’s 
course, built by Allied troops high 
above the bustling port city, has pano¬ 


ramic views of the sea to one side and 
rugged karst hills to the other. The 
17th hole seems to hang over the sea. 

Each of the four courses has some¬ 
thing different to offer but all are 
equally appealing - beautiful settings 
with much to do once the game is 
over. And did I learn to relax through 
golf? To a tee.

Manston will get 
night flights 

RIVEROAK wants to create the UK’s 
biggest dedicated freight airport at 
Manston. 

Of course Tony Freudmann wants 
us to believe that RiverOak do not 
need night flights. But he is wrong. 

Firstly, the air freight industry will 
demand night flights at Manston. 
This is what the industry body in the 
UK, the Freight Transport Associa¬ 
tion, says in its annual logistics 
report for 2017. On page 50, the FTA 
quotes James Brass, partner at York 
Aviation: “Particularly, night flying 
needs to be protected as it is funda¬ 
mental to the business model of air 
freight operators.” 

On page 51, the FTA continues: 
“UK airports handle around 2.5 
million tonnes of air cargo each year 
with an estimated trade value of 
around £360 billion. The economic 
importance of air cargo night flying 
in the UK is significant. The night 
hours are needed to move items to 
meet deadlines inherent within 
express services on which shippers 
rely. It is ultimately a case of being 
able to fly at night or not being able 
to offer the service.” 

Secondly, despite Mr Freudmann’s 
assertions, RiverOak regularly 
mentions night flights in its pub¬ 
lished plans for Manston. The 
RiverOak report clearly indicates 
that ‘up to 18 flights per night is not 
a noise problem for locals’. It also 
talks of ‘the need for up to eight 
flights per night’ at Manston. 

So, do not be misled by Mr 
Freudmann’s soothing words. If 
RiverOak gets its way, then night 
flights will happen.

Surely airport is 
a ‘no brainer’ 

AM I missing something? I read 
constant reports, plans and ideas 
what to do with Manston Airport. 

From a personal point of view and 
humble opinion, I feel it’s a “no 
brainer” not to develop the site for 
predominately air freight traffic, 
which had been the case until 
recently, with local commercial/ 
holiday flight services to Europe as 
considered viable. 

Heathrow wants to build a third 
runway and Gatwick a second, both 
to expand capacity which includes 
almost certainly air freight, at vast 
expense and with major upheaval 
during construction. 

With Manston runway already 
built and with generally good lines of 
transport out of Kent, this would be a 
considered better option. Another 70 
odd miles to the freight trip would 
make little or no difference to the

Could this ease road 
chaos during harvest? 


IN our part of east Kent we are 
surrounded by large industrially- 
farmed arable fields, which of 
course require industrial-sized 
tractors and other machinery to be 
moved from location to location. 

When these use the lanes, which 
are public highways, they fill their 
width, and force other highway 
users to take evasive action. On a 
recent walk one of our large dogs 
was seriously traumatised by an 
encounter with an agricultural 
behemoth because we couldn’t get 
him out of the way in time. The 
driver should have stopped to let us 
get to a safe place, but, probably 
because of his contractual 
timetabling, he pressed on past us. 
This has not been the only 
occurrence. 

Pedestrians and walkers of dogs, 
but also horse-riders and cyclists, 
must feel they haven’t really the free 
use of Kent’s lanes. 

We think we have a solution. 

Large arable fields should have 
set-aside strips around their 


delivery time or the environmental 
impact already made. 

With Manston used predominately 
as a freight hub airport this would 
release landing slots for other 
commercial flight traffic at all the 
other London airports.

perimeters, something like five 
metres wide. These would allow 
agricultural machinery to use the 
field perimeters rather than the 
public highways when moving to 
different areas for use.

Of course the farmers would have 
to sacrifice some otherwise 
productive areas, but shouldn’t 
there be a proportionate balance set 
against profit for the sake of safety, 
environmental benefit and country 
neighbourliness?

Peugeot has updated the 308 family hatchback and estate, but can the revisions boost the range in a 
fiercely-competitive market? Our motoring editor Dave Brown takes it to the road to find out...

On the outside, there is an 
imposing new vertical grille and LED 
daytime running lights. Inside, 
Peugeot’s i-Cockpit includes a 9.7in 
touchscreen, equipped with 3D 
sat-nav and new graphics. Enhanced 
safety tech brings it in line with the 
widely-admired 3008 SUV. 

Sharp, stylish and imposing, new 
elliptical headlamps come with 
integral LED daytime running lights 
while the rear lights have a distinc¬ 
tive three-claw shape. Short front 
and rear overhangs make the car 
very manoeuverable and contribute 
to excellent roadholding. 

Allure, GT Line and GT models 
feature a large glass roof as standard. 
Comfort levels are fine inside and 
everything is of a nice quality. 

Inside, not too much has changed 
over the previous incarnation, with 
the cabin plush and comfortable.

The estate 
has the largest load space in its class 
at 660 litres and 1,775 litres with the 


rear seats folded and the parcel shelf 
removed.On fast main roads and 
twisty route, the 308 GT coped with 
everything we threw at it and 
provided a genuinely enjoyable and 
absorbing drive. The i-Cockpit 
infotainment system works well, 





while the gearbox is taut and quick 
and you feel in complete control as 
you enjoy the drive.
